The American sector in Francs wag 


subjected to an attack by gas shells 
which had little effect. Tuesday's two 
pas attacks caused five deaths and 
the poisoning of about sixty American 
soldiers. The majority of those effect- 
ed by the gas are not in a serious con- 
uition. German airplanes are still ao. 
tive over the American front. 


FRIDAY. 


On two sectors of Uie western front 


American soldiers have successfully 
countered the tactics of the enemy. 
Northwest of Toul, gunners have wip- 
ed out German batteries which bom- 
barded American positions ear.lier in 
the week with gas shells.

The fight northwest of Toul resulted 


in a desperate hand-to-hand struggle. 
The Germans reached the American 
line only to be driven back with heavy 
losses. Dead were found in the Amer.. 
lean trenches and teany enemy bodies' 
were scattered over No Man's Land.

Chita, east of Lake Baikal.

One of the Immediate effects of the 
signing of Germany’s peace terms by 
the Russian

There still Is every indication the 
American government will Join with 
the allies In agreeing to action by 
Japan alone, with an understanding 
as to the scope of any operations to 
be undertaken.

delphia scrapple. 
Take 


a cleaned pig's head and 
boil until the llesh slips 
easily from the bones. 
Remove all the bones 
and chop the meat. Set 
aside the liquor in which 
the head wds cooked un- 
til Cold, then take off the 


fat. 
Iteturn the liquor to the heat 


and boil, add cornmeal to make a 
mush and cook until well done, then 
fitir in the chopped meat and any sea- 
sonings desired. 
Some like a little 


sage with the pepper and salt. Pour 
the mush into a mold which will form 
uice-shaped slices and set away to 
become firm. Slice and fry for any 
meal. 
This makes a very popular 


Southern breakfast dish. One may use 
any bits of chopped meat, or pork 
scraps left from trying out pork rath- 
er than the pig's head if preferred. 


Chopped Steak.—Put two pounds 


of round steak twice through the 
meat chopper, season with pepper and 
onion juice, form into a flat cake and 
place in a greased baking pan over 
a hot lire. Brown and then salt well 
the browned side and quickly brown 
the other. Set in a hot oven to finish 
cooking and serve with a brown sauce 
made from the liquor in the pan. 


Leg of Mutton Cooked in Cider.— 


Buy the leg of mutton several days 
before using it. 
Wipe and rub with 


the following mixture of spices: A 
half teaspoonful 
of cinnamon, the 


same of allspice and cloves, pepper, 
nutmeg and ginger. 
Hub these rnto 


the meat well, making pockets to hold 
them under the skin in places. 
Let 


stand two days. 
When wanted to 


roast place in a large pan with four 
chopped onions and a cupful of seed- 
less raisins. Pour over it two quarts 
of sweet cider and cover with oiled 
paper or another pan. Put into a hot 
oven and when the meat is well 
browned reduce the heat, basting and 
cooking slowly for two hours. 
Add 


salt a teaspoonful to the pound as it 
goes into the pan to roast. Be sure 
it is well rubbed in. Serve with the 
sauce boiled down until thick. Strain, 
remove the fat and turn into a *nuc«- 
boat.

Drain and add a ta- 
blespoonful of butter and serve on 
buttered toast in tiny mounds, the top 
of each garnished with a sprig of pars- 
ley. 


Onions impeded, thrown into a bed 


of coals, covered and allowed to roast 
until tender, may be peeled without 
loss, seasoned with salt, pepper, cream 
or butter, and served, making a disli 
especially tasty. 


Deviled Onions. — Mince six boiled 


onions, and add to a thick white sauce, 
using a tablespopnful each of butter 
and flour with three-fourths of a cup- 
ful of milk ; to this add the minced 
onion, the finely mashed yolks of two 
hard-cooked eggs, one tablespoonfnl of 
minced parsley and a seasoning of salt 
and pepper. A little lemon juice may- 
ajso be added. Butter scallop shells 
or small ramekins, fill with the mix- 
ture, sprinkle • with buttered crumbs, 
and brown. 


Onions With Cheese. — This is a dish 


which will take the place of meat, as 
it is highly nutritious. Place a layer 
of cheese, finely minced, and a layer 
of rich white sauce in a baking dish; 
repeat until the dish is full, and cover 
with a thick layer of buttered crumbs. 
Bake until thoroughly hot. A rich 
cheese should be used, as the heating 
will often make an inferior cheese 
stringy.

young, are nobly performing tbeir 
tasks in war industries, thousands 
working in all kinds of Industries 
within the sound of German guns. 


They are praised for their intelli- 


gence and industry, from the little 
girl from the lycee to- the old woman 
who has come back to work because 
she wants to see the Boehe punished 
for what he did to France in 1S70. 


The French workers formerly had 


been lacemakers, and a few of them 
fisher girls. Of the former there were 
a few who were the children or grand- 
children of English people from the 
great English lace centers at Notting- 
ham, who had settled in France many 
years before and been absorbed into 
the life of the French people. 


In the salvage centers at an ord- 


nance base I saw them working in the 
biggest boot repair shop in the world, 
where 30,000 pairs of boots are re- 
paired a week; and here I saw old up- 
pers cut into disks, which in their turn 
were made into boot laces. These sal- 
vaged boots, swept up from the debris 
at the front, emerge finally in three 
classes: 1, those that can be used again 
by men at the front, and arc often 
preferred to new, as they are softer in 
wear; 2, those for men on the lines of 
communication; and, 2, for prisoners 
and colored laborers. 


Only 30 Per Cent Salvaged. 


While I was going round these re- 


pairing shops I noticed an American 
officer being taken round also, and 
heard his cicerone giving him infor- 
mation on the importance of salvage— 
all of which he was carefully noting. 
There were Frenchwomen 
cleaning 


old web and leather equipment by re- 
volving brushes; French girls sorting 
salvaged ammunition, the "empties" 
being sold to the French government; 
there were girls washing discarded 
haversacks, cleaning rifles, 
picking 


through masses of horseshoes to see 
if there was any wear left in them; 
there were girls sorting out old hel- 
mets and picking the few good ones 
to be washed, sandpapered and "camou- 
flaged." All of these things had been 
swept up from the debris of the re- 
cent fighting. Yet only 30 per cent of 
waste is ever salvaged from the fight- 
ing lines. 


They were repairing and riveting 


spurs; they were making wooden 
sticks for Watson's signaling fans; 
they were sharpening blades of horse- 
clippers ; they were repairing wheels 
and cleaning the bolts and hubs of 
the wheels, and doing a thousand other 
curious routine things. 
Most of them 


sang at their work rfbald little French 
songs, which occasionally changed to 
the defiant "Marseillaise" when they 
saw a stranger near them.

means happiness in France, where all 
who eat must work, even the dogs. 


In the textile factory there were 


girls handling over five tons a day of 
old tents; others were repairing them 
upstairs at the rate of hundreds a 
week. They cut out disks for signal- 
ing, and the tabs for soldiers' great- 
coats; they were making up the par- 
cels that go in Tommy's greatcoat

Help in Clerical Work. 


There are French girls also helping 


in the clerical section of ordnance, 
working side by side with W. A. A. 
C.'s, filing papers, though they know 
no English, by numbers, and becoming 
very skilled and quick at a monotonous 
job. 


The pay is that prevailing in the 


town in which they work and arranged 
with the French authorities. One of 
the great advantages of employing 
French women is, in addition to their 
quickness and skill, the fact that they 
live close at hand, thus saving the need 
for importing English people for un- 
skilled work. 


The French woman's labor has one 


characteristic that is recognized by 
the military employer. It is a little 
erratic. Six francs a day is the usual 
pay, and if a woman does not choose 
to work a consecutive number of days 
she stays away, and no one says any- 
thing. They are also a mobile labor, 
and If a group decide to move else- 
where owing to air raids and other 
causes, they depart with all their 
goods and chattels. Always they please 
themselves in purely personal matters 
while remaining on the best of terms 
with their employers. Of fhelr strict 
honesty I heard constant praise.

Merchant Marine Are Porina Over 


"American Navigator," Famed 


ss Sailor's Guide. 


No American of today Is exercising 


so potent an Influence in the country's 
present extraordinary development in 
seagoing as Nathaniel Bovrditch, who 
has been in his grave for more than 
eighty years, and whose name is unrec- 
ognized by millions of his fellow coun- 
trymen. 


Persons who follow the rise and de- 


cline of the "best sellers" among books 
may be surprised to know that Bow- 
ditch was the author of one of the 
best-selling books ever produced, which 
has run through hundreds of editions, 
in all civilized languages, has been sell- 
ing steadily for more than a hundred 
years, and since the great war bc.san 
has been in greater demand than ever. 


This book is known as the "Ameri- 


can Practical Navigator." 
It is the 


suide of every keel thai sails the Seven 
Seas, and is familiarly known to sail- 
ors the world over as "Bowditch," or 
"Bowditch's Epitome.'' 


With America's entry into the war, 


the demand for Bov.-ditch's "Naviga- 
tor" became so great that a special 
edition of the book was published to 
meet it, by the United States hydro- 
graphic office, notwithstanding that 
editions had feeen as recently issued as 
in 1916, and also in 1914. For a time 
it was difficult to obtain a copy of the 
"Navigator." 
Since the appearance of 


the 1917, edition, however, all demands 
for the book can be met. 


The increased demand for tlie liool: 


was caused chiefly by the stimulus 
given the study of navigation among 
young Americans by the training serv- 
ice of the United States shipping 
board, which is schooling hundred" of 
young men to serve as officers on the 
ships of the new merchant marine. 


Bowditch was called by his contem- 


poraries "an intellectual prodigy." lie 
has since been termed "the Ocean 
Pathfinder." 
On receipt of the news 


of his death, in 1836. vessels in the 
chief ports of the world half-malted 
their flags. Ilis book was then «akl l»y 
one eulogist to be "in practical utility 
second to no work of man ever pub- 
lished." 


Of the personality of the man who 


achieved this groat distinction very 
little is recalled today, in spite of the 
vital influence of his work in the pres- 
ent development of his country. 


lie was born in the old ^hippins 


town of Snlera, Mass., in 1773. 
Hi-; 


people wore poor, and he was obliged 
to leave school when but twelve, to 
serve In a ship chandler's shop. 


There, while selling rope and marlin- 


^pikes, the youth fell in with men from 
far voyages. Onp was an old British 
sailor, who taught the lad navigation. 
Algebra so fascinated the hoy he 
"could not sleep after a first glance at 
it." 


It chanced that about this time n 


privateer came into Salem with tlie 
booty of a cruise that included a 
library of philosophical works, the 
property of Dr. Richard Kirsvan, an 
Irish scientist, taken from a freighter 
captured off the Irish, coast. 


The books were sold at auction, and 


bought by Salem citizens as the nucleu1-- 
of a library. Young Bowditch had ac- 
cess to them, read them eagerly, and 
copied most of them for further use. 


When twenty-t\\o, Bowditch made 


his first voyage to sea, as captain's 
clerk on a Salem ship. He sailed nine 
years in all, one voyage being on the 
Astrea, the first American ship to vifit j 
Manila harbor. 
' 


Every man in the Astrea's crew soon 


learned they had a genius among them. 
Bowditch looked the scholar and de- 
, 


voted many hours a day to study. Ho ' 
made every man aboard a navigator, 
and it was said, each of them "couid j 
<frork a lunar observation as well as | 
Sir Isaac Newton." 
j 


When not studying young Bowditch | 


paced the deck in deep thought. At 
i 


such times nobody spoke to him, know- 
ing that in due course he would dash/ 
into his cabin to set down the results 
of his concentration, as he rarely failed 
to do. 


It is related that one day the ship 


was attacked by a privateer, .and Bow- ; 
ditch was assigned to pass powder 
, 


from the magazine. The gun crews got 
( 


no powder, and investigation showed . 
Bowditch seated on a powder keg, | 
working out a difficult problem on his ] 
slate. 
j 


On arriving in Boston harbor from ' 


a voyage in 1802, Bowditch attended 
the commencement at Harvard college, j 
nnd was surprised to find himself 
named for an honorary degree as bach- 
elor of arts", his work as an authority 
en navigation having won him recogni- 
tion. 


Retiring from the sea in 1804, Bow- 


ditch became president of n fire insur- 
ance company. He declined professor- 
ships at Harvard, the Military academy 
at West Point and the University of 
Virginia. 


His life was devoted largely to per- 


fecting his "Navigator," and to the 
translation from the French and an- 
notation of La Place's "Celestial Me- 
chanics," a collossal work on astrono- 
my showing great erudition by the 
translator, but now known only to a [ 
few astronomers.

Only 30 Per Cent Salvaged, 
While I was going round these re­ 
pairing shops I noticed an American 
officer being taken round also, and 
heard his cicerone giving him Infor­ 
mation on the importance of salvage— 
all of wdüch he was carefully noting. 
There were Frenchwomen cleaning 
old web and leather equipment by re­ 
volving brushes; French girls sorting 
salvaged ammunition, the ‘‘empties” 
being sold to the French government; 
there were girls washing discarded 
haversacks, cleaning rifles, picking 
through masses of horseshoes to see 
If there was any wear left in them ; 
there were girls sorting out old hel­ 
mets and picking the few good ones 
to be washed, sandpapered and “camou­ 
flaged.” All of these things had been 
swept up from the debris of the re­ 
cent fighting. Yet only 30 per cent of 
waste Is ever salvaged from the fight­ 
ing lines. 
They were repairing and riveting 
spurs; 
they were making wooden 
sticks for Watson’s slgnaMng fans; 
they were sharpening blades of horse- 
clippers; they were repairing wheels 
and cleaning the bolts and hubs of 
the wheels, and doing a thousand other 
curious routine things.

Parcel Post Changes. 


Poetiuaster T. E. Warner has received 


' notice of a change in the fourth class mail 


which becomes effective March 15th. The 
new ruling provides that the maxin urn 
weight of mail be increased to 70 pounds 
for parcels mailed within the first, second 
and third zones, while parcels for all other 
zones mi>y not exceed 50 pounds in weight. 
It is pointed out that this increased weight 
should prove particularly advantageous in 
marketing of products of the farm in these 
days of conservation and will bring the 
farm und home closer together. This rul- 
ing however does not apply to parcels sent 
to the Expeditionary Forces in Europe. 
Parcels for such shipment may not exceed 
7 pounds in weight. Fourth class mail 
embraces all other matter including farm 
and factory products and books not now 
in the Third, Second or First clrsses. The 
size of a package may not exceed 84 inch- 
es in length and girth combined.

With America’s entry into the war, 
the demand for Bowdltch’s “Naviga­ 
tor” became so preat that a special 
edition of the book was published to 
‘ meet it, by the United States hydro- 
' graphic tiflice, notwithstanding that 
editions had been as recently issued as 
I in 1916, and also in 1914. For a time 
' it was diiTicnlt to obtain a copy of the 
I “Navigator.” Since the appearance of 
, the 1917, edition, however, all demands 
' tor the book can be met. 
' 
The increased demand for the book 
; was caused chiefly by the stimulus 
given the study of navigation among 
' young Americans by the training serv- 
, ico of the United States shipping 
board, wiilch is schooling hundreds of 
young men to serve as oflicers on the 
ships of the new merchant marine. 
Bowditch was called by his contem­ 
poraries “an intellectual prodigy.” He 
has since been termed “the Ocean 
Pathfinder." 
On receipt of the news 
' of his death, in 1830, vessels in the 
: chief ports of the world half-masted | 
their flags. His book was then said by 
one eulogist to bo “in practical utility 
second to no work of man ever pub­ 
lished.”

Of the personality of the man who ! 
achieved this great distinction very 
little is recalled today, in spite of the 
I vital influence of his w’oriv in the pres­ 
ent development of his country. 
He was born in the old shipping 
town of Salem, Mass., in 1773.

people were poor, and he was obliged 
to leiive school when but twelve, to 
serv^ in a ship chandler’s shop.

There, w’hile selling rope and marlin- 
spikes, th« youth fell in with men from 
j far voytiges. One was an old British 
1 sailor, v^ho taught the lad navigation. 
. Algebra so fascinated the boy he 
! “could not sleep after a first glance at 
n r 
It 'Chanced that about this time n 
privateer came into Salem with the 
booty of a cruise that included a 
library of philosophical works, the 
property of Dr. Richard Klrwan, an 
•Irish scientist, taken from a freighter 
•captured off the Irlsl^ coast. 
The books M’ere sold at auction, and 
bought by Salem citizens as the nucleus 
•of a library. Young Bowditch had ac­ 
cess to them, read them eagerly, and 
copied most of them for further use. 
When twenty-two, Bowditch made 
his first voyage to sea, as captain’s 
clerk on a Salem ship. He sailed nine 
years in all, one voyage being on the 
Astrea, the first American ship to visit 
Manila iiarbor. 
Every man in the Astrea’s crew soon 
learned they had a genius among them* 
Bowditch looked the scholar and de­ 
voted many hours a day to study. Ho 
made every man aboard a navigator, 
and it was said, each of them “could 
nork a lunar observation as well as 
Sir Isaac Newton,” 
When not studying young Bowditch 
paced the deck in deep thought. 
At 
such limes nobody spoke to him, know­ 
ing that in due course he would dash^^ 
into his cabin to set dow^n the results 
of his concentration, as he rarely failed 
to do. 
It is related that one day the ship 
was attacked by a privateer, and Bow­ 
ditch was assigned to pass powder 
from the magazine. The gun crews got 
no pow^der, and investigation showed 
Bowditch seated on a pow’der keg, 
working out a dlfllcult problem on his 
slate. 
On arriving in Boston harbor from 
a voyage In 1802, Bowditch attended 
the commencement at Harvard college, 
and was surprised to find himself 
named for an honorary degree as bach­ 
elor of arts’, his w’ork as an authority 
on navigation having w’on him recogni­ 
tion. 
lietlring from the sea in 1804, Bow­ 
ditch became president of a fire insur­ 
ance company. He declined professor­ 
ships at Harvard, the Military academy 
at West Point and the University of 
Virginia. 
Jiis life ^vas devoted largely to per­ 
fecting his '‘Navigator,” and to the 
translation from the French and an­ 
notation of La Place’s “Celestial Me­ 
chanics,” a collossal work on astrono­ 
my showing great erudition by the I 
translator, but now known only to a i 
few astronomers.

Over—Englishman Who Perfected 


Instrument Won Prize of $100,- 
000 and Thanks of Mankind. 


Washington.—Among 
the 
busiest 


people supplying the United States 
with war materials are the makers of 
chronometers. 
Great cure und pre- 


cision are necessary iu turning out 
these navigating instruments, which 
are the most accurate portable time- 
keepers known to science. 


Hundreds of chronometers have gone 


to the bottom of the ocean since 
the war began. 
This alone would 


cause a shortage in the ordinary sup- 
ply, while the equipping of the new 
American merchant marine Is creating 
an unprecedented demand for new in- 
struments. Each of the 1,000 ships to 
be added to »he aati'-nal cargo-carrying 
fleet under the shipping board's con- 
struction program, \\ill carry two, and 
many of them three chronometers. 


At present there are virtually no 


chronometers to be had in the open 
market. Before the wax England sup- 
plied the world with most of its fine 
chronometers. Chronometers are also 
made in America, though the English 
type still is most esteemed by sailors. 


In ordinary times a good chronome- 


ter costs about $300. The present price 
is $500 or better, according to the trade 
made. 
The supply in thus country 


passes through the hands of a few ex- 
perts, who are doing their utmost to 
meet the demand, and to expedite the 
output of tfie manufacturers. 


From sli mouths to a jear and a 


half are nc-cessary to make and adjust 
a chronometer. The mechanism is of 
the finest metals, and specially adapt- 
ed to resistance to extremes of tem- 
perature. 
A high-grade chronometer 


will keep just as good time if kept In 
cold Moiage six months as in ordinary 
temperature, while a \oyage in the 
tropics will not seriously change Its 


. time-keeping qualities. 


In appearance a chionometer is a 


small, metal-faced clock. It is kept in 
n woden case, usually of mahogany, 
mid is swung on gimbals, to keep it 
always on a level. 
It is sensitive to 


rough handling, and caie is always 
taken not to jar it.

For this reason the chronometer's rate 
of daily gain or loss is determined by 
observation ashore, and a card show- 
ing the rate is made out, and deliv- 
ered with the instrument. This rate 
of eiror is allowed in all notations of 
time made from the instrument for 
working up observations made at sea. 
A gain or loss of n second a clay Is 
considered a "large rate" for a good 
Instrument.

Longitude is merely the difference 


of time between two points on the 
earth's surface, and it became appar- 
ent (o students of the problem it pre- 
sented that if an instrument could be 
devised that would keep accurate time 
at sea, it would be possible to find the 
longitude of a ship's position whenever 
weather conditions were favorable. 
Time at the ship could be determined 
by an east or west observation of the 
sun, morning or afternoon, worked out 
by accepted tables. If the time of a 
given point on shore was known 
aboard the ship, the difference in time 
would give the longitude of the ship. 


England was the first nation to cope 


with this great problem. In 1714 it ap- 
pointed "Commissioners for the Dis- 
covery of Longitude at Sea," and au- 
thorized the payment of large prizes 
to stimulate research to the desired 
end. 
Tins commission existed until 


1828, and distributed nore than $500,- 
000 in prizes. 


Wins $100,000 Prize. 


The chief prize offered by the com- 


mission, .?100,000, was won by_John 
Harrison, a Yorkshire watchmaker, 
who spent his life in perfecting the 
chronometer. 


Harrison made th-e best <\.-tches in 


England. 
Although of limited educa- 


tion, he conducted many original re- 
searches in the expansion of metals, 
in search of materials for an unproved 


watch or clock, thut would prove im- 
pervious to changes of temperature. 
His first great feat was the production 
of a "gridiron pendulum clock," the 
first chronometer, which in 1735 he 
took to the royal commission. It was 
tested by the commission by being 
sent on a voyage to Lisbon. 


The test was not decisive, and Har- 


rison continued to work on his chro- 
nometer, seeking the great prize, for a 
period of 26 years. In 1701, when six- 
ty-eight years old, Harrison announce* 
that he had solved all problems In- 
volved in his work. He produced a 
chronometer which the commission 
sent on a voyage to Jamaica, to teat 
for heat. It varied but two minutes 
on the entire voyage of several months. 


The commission demanded another 


test, and the chronometer was sent to 
Barbados, varying but two-thirds of 
a second a week in a voyage of five 
months. 


Harrison had now fairly won the 


prize, but he was paid only half of it, 
the chronometer being ghen further 
exhaustive tests before, when eighty 
years of age, he received the balance, 
in 1773. 


The result of his life work was ex- 


traordinarily beneficial to mankind, jet 
conservative mariners continued to find 
their longitude by dead reckoning for 
half a century after the perfection of 
the chronometer. 
Today a captain 


would almost as willingly put to sea 
without a rudder as without a chro- 
nometer.

Men of Ambulance Service Work 


Under Fire. 


Risk Their Lives to Get American Sol- 


diers Wounded in Action to 


the Surgeons. 


Washington.—Most dangerous of all 


the work of the American Red Cross 
is the ambulance service. The drivers 
and attendants of these ambulances 
are always" under fire. 


Lieut. Frank Dempsey talked inter- 


estingly about the life of a Red Cross 
ptf'bulance driver in the Verdun sector 
where the fighting has been the hot- 
test. The Germans know the country 
nnd are able to drop big shells with 
great accuracy on the roads the ambu- 
lances must travel.

Textile Tests to Ascertain 


If Cloth !s Adulterated or 


Misrepresented in Any Way 


The laws of this country 
offer no 


protection to the purchaser of mate- 
rials. 
Therefore to protect 
them- 


seh es, w omen should know a few prac- 
tical tests to determine the content 
and value of materials. 
The object in 


making these tests is to discover if 
cloth 
is 
adulterated, 
artificially 


dressed or misrepresented in anyway. 
The following tests from Extension 
Circular 11, Principles of Sewing, Uni- 
versity-of Missouri college of agricul- 
ture, Columbia, may be used in any 
home: 


1. If the water is dropped on cot- 


ton and linen goods, the moisture 
spreads, the moisture spreads rapid- 
ly on linen but will remain unabsorb- 
ed on the cotton for some time. This 
is not always a safe test as cotton 
and linen are often heavily sized with 
dressing, which prevents the water 
from being absorbed. 


2. A much safer test may be made 


by dropping glycerine on cotton and 
linen. 
Linen will become transpar- 


ent, but cotton will not be affected. 


3. Crushing cotton nnd linen ma- 


terials in the hands will show the dif- 
ference in the materials, as linen 
wrinkles more than cotton. 


4. Cotrou and wool mixtures when 


moistened wrinkle more than pure 
wool materials. 


H. Material may be tested by pull- 


ing out threads and examining the 
ends. 
Cotton fibers are short with 


fuzzy ends, while linen fibers are Ion?, 
with uneven ends, usually pointed. 
Wool fibers are short, kinky and stiff: 
fibers of reeled silk are long, straight 
and lustrous, while fibers of spun silk 
are short and easily broken. 


G. Sizing may be discovered by rub- 


bing the material between the hands 
to see if the dressing will come out. 
Washing will also remove dressing. 


7. Each fiber has a characteristic 


burning test which may be easily dis- 
tinguished. 


a. Cotton burns quickly with flame. 
b. Linen burns like cotton, but is 


not inflammable, as it has less oil in 
the fiber and less air in the woven 
cloth. 


c. Wool burns slowly, giving off 


an odor like burnt feathers and leaves 
a gummy residue. 


d. Silk burns more slowly nnd with 


less odor than wool. It leaves a crisp 
ash. 
Silk leaves more ash when 


weighted.

Chicago. — Pat O'Brien of 


Hi., is back from the fightfng front. 


In the British flying corps the young 


mnn from Momenco is known as Lieut. 
Patrick Alva O'Brien. He is famous 
for several reasons. His real story be- 
gan when he made a descent of nearly 
two miles in his airplane after a Ger- 
man bullet in the face had rendered 
him unconscious. The fall cost him a 
bump on the head. 


lie jumped out of the \vindow of a 


moving train on his way to a German 
prison camp, and escaped. Then he 
spent 72 days in getting to Holland, a 
distance of 250 miles as the airplane 
flies. And the story ends •with one of 
the longest interviews with a king on 
record — 52 minutes by the royal stop- 
watch. 


Many times during those 72 nights of 


travel through Germany, Luxemburg, 
and 
occupied 
Belgium, 
American 


strategy triumphed over German effi- 
ciency. 


"Usually," said Lieutenant O'Brien, 


"when a bunch of fellov, s get together, 
they talk about women. But in our 
first prison, in Flanders, we talked 
only about escape and food, and got 
very little of either. There were eisht 
officers going to an interior prison 
camp, and a guard vith a rifle for ev- 
ery two prisoners. 


Leaps From Train. 


"We rode all clny and all night. 


T\vioe I put up the window to jump 
and lost my nerve. It lot ked too much 
JIke sudden death. 
As I put it up 


again, about four in the morning, the 
guard gave me an ugly look. I knew 
It was then or never and dove out. 


"For nearly a month afterward I 


thought my left eye was gone. 
The 


scars are there yet. By the time the 
train stopped, a half-mile on, or more, 
I was up and stumbled to a hiding 
place. Those Germans looked every- 
where—on the side of the tracks to 
ward the border. I was in the oppo- 
site direction. 


"It was a month before I got rid of 


my English uniform. I stole a pair of 
overalls one night. I got a cap the 
next and a shirt later. A Belgian gave 
me a scarf. That was all the help I 
got." 


As an appetizer Lieutenant O'Brien 


ate turnip. The entree was sugar beet, 
and the meal closed with a cabbage 
stump that even the Germans scorned. 


"And I never did like vegetables," 


he said. "I hope I never have to eat 
another." 


One night a German soldier saw him 


swimming a river, and raised the 
alarm. 


"I felt sure they would be on top of 


me In a few minutes," he said, "so I 
ran upstream and swam back to the 
other side. I know the ways of the 
Hun pretty well by then. They looked 
everywhere on the other side, but not a 
German came near me. 


Swam the Meuse. 


"One of the hardest things I did 


was to swim the Meuse river. I had 
all my clothes on, to my boots, and 
ihe river was half a mile across. It 
rcarly got me twenty-five feet from 
shore. I was choking, and I admit 
praying. My boyhood on the Kanka- 
kec saved my life. 


"When I got up the bank I fainted. 


It was the only time I ever fainted." 


Lieutenant O'Brien could not speak 


German. As a boy, a Momence baker 
of Teuton origin taught him a phrase 
of German, but he did not know what 
it meant. It was some "ten lifetimes" 
after swimming the Meuse he found 
the nine-foot death fence of 'the Hol- 
land frontier. Death all but got him 
then, as his improvised ladder dropped 
him on the charged wires. 


"A few minutes later," he said, "I 


could have tripped the guard with my 
ladder. After he had gone I dug — dug 
as I never dug before in my life. My 
back was half an inch from death when 
I crawled under and* into Holland."

War Causes Shortage of Chro- 
, ; 
nometers Used in Ocean 
Navigation. 


NON£ IN THE OPEN MARKET 


Price Jumps From $300 to $500 and 
Over—Englishman Who Perfected 
Instrument Won Prize of $100^ 
000 and Thankc of Mankind. 


Wnshlngton.—Among 
the 
buwient 
people supplying tho United States 
Nvilh war nintorlnls are tho makers of 
chronometers. 
Great care and pre­ 
cision arc necessary in txiniing out 
these navigating instDunents, which 
nrc the most uccurate portable time­ 
keepers known to science. 
Hundreds of chronometers have gone 
to the bottom of the -ocean since 
the w’ar began. 
Tills alone would 
cause a shortage in tho ordinary sup­ 
ply, while the c(iu!pplng of the new 
American merchant marine Is creating 
on imprecedpnted demand for new In­ 
struments. EacJi of tho a.GOO ships to 
be added to the national cargo-carrying 
fleet imder tho shipping board’s con­ 
struction program, will carry two, and 
many of them three clironometers. 
At present there are virtually no 
chronometers to be had in the open 
m arket Before the war England sup­ 
plied the world with most of its fine 
chronometers. 
Chrononaetcrs are also 
made in America, though the English 
type still is most esteemed by sailors. 
In ordinarj^ times a good chronome­ 
ter costs about $300. The i>r^ent price 
Is $oOO or better, according to the trade 
made. 
Tlie supply in thi« counfry 
passes through tlie hands of a few ex­ 
perts, who are doing their utmost to 
meet the demand, and to expedite the 
output of the manufacturers. 
From six months to a year iind a 
half are n»^*essary to make and adjust 
ft chrononi'ater. 
The mechanism is of 
the iinest metals, and spc*^lally adapt­ 
ed to resistance to extremes of tem­ 
perature. 
A high-grade chronometer 
will keep just as good time if kept In 
cold storage six months as in ordinary 
temperature, while a voyage In the 
tropics will not seriously change Its 
. time-keeping qualities. 
In appearance a chronometer Is sx 
small, metal-faced clock. It Is kept in 
n woden case, usually of mahogany, 
and is swung on gimbals, to keep it 
always on a level. 
It Is sensitive to 
i*ough handling, and care is always 
taken not to jar it. 
Errors Are Noted. 
No clock or watch has ever yet kept 
perfect time, so there is always a 
slight gain or loso to a chronometer. 
For this reason the chronometer’s rate 
of daily gain or loss is determined by 
observation ashore, and a card show­ 
ing the rate is made out, and deliv­ 
ered with the instnnnent. 
This rate 
of error is allowed in all notations of 
time made from the Instrument for 
working up observations made at sea. 
A gain or loss of a second a day is 
considered a "large rate** for a good 
instrument. 
The chronometer completes, with 
tho compass and sextant, the trio of 
Indispensable instniments required in 
modern navigation. 
By its aid. longi­ 
tude, or the east or west position of a 
ship, Is determined. 
Longitude baflled all navigators un­ 
til tho chronometer came into use in 
1735. 
The ancients and later navlga- 
,tors, including all the great discover­ 
ers, could find their latitude by ob- 
.servations of the sun’s height, but they 
could determine their longitude only 
by “dead reckoning,” or estimallng 


(heir ship’s progress from day to day. 
This 
system 
was 
imcertain, 
and 
canst'd a great many shipwrecks. 
Longitude Is merely tho difference 
of time between two points on the 
earth’s surface, and It became appar­ 
ent to students of the problem it pre­ 
sented that If an instrument could be 
devised that would keep accurate time 
at sea, It would bo possible to find the 
longitude of a ship’s position whenever 
weather conditions 
were favorable. 
Time 4\t the ship could be determined 
by an east or west observation of the 
sun, morning or afternoon, worked out 
by accepted tables. 
If the time of n 
given point on 
shore was 
known 
aboard the ship, the dliierence In time 
would give the longitude of the ship. 
England was the first nation to copo 
with this great problem. In 1714 it ap- 


watch or clock, that would prove Im­ 
pervious to changes o f . temperature, 
nis first great feat was tho production 
of a ‘‘gridiron pendulum clock,** tho 
first chronometer, which in 1785 he 
took to the royal commission. It was 
tested by the commission by being 
sent on a voyage to Lisbon. 
The test was not decisive, and Har­ 
rison continued to work on his chro* 
nometer, seeking the great prize, for a 
period of 26 years. In 1701, when six­ 
ty-eight years old, Harrison announcod 
that he had solved all problems In* 
volved In his work.

Harrison had now fairly won the 
prize, but he was paid only half of It, 
tho chronometer being given further 
exhaustive tests before, when eighty 
years of age, he received the balance, 
in 1778. 
The result of his life work was ex­ 
traordinarily beneficial to mankind, yet 
conservative mariners continued to find 
their longitude by dead reckoning for 
half a century after the perfection of 
tho chronometer. 
Today a captain 
would almost as willingly put to sea 
without a inidder as witliout a chro­ 
nometer.

Wasliington.—Most dangerous of all 
the work of the American Ited Cross 
is the ambulance st^rvlce. The drivers 
and attendants of these ambulances 
are always* under fire. 
Lieut. Frank Dempsey talked inter- 
iCSlJngly about the life of a Ked Cross 
a^'bulance driver in the Verdun sector 
where the fighting has been the liot- 
test. TJie Germans know the country 
and are able to drop big shells with 
great accuracy on the roads the ambu­ 
lances must travel. 
“Our work Is never out of range of 
the big guns/* said he. 
*’We go up to 
tlie 
third-Jlne 
trench, 
gather 
the 
wounded and take them back a njile to 
tlii^ dressing station. 
Here only the 
ffouirhest buadaglng is done and then 


we start back another mlJe or so to an­ 
other station where the most desperate 
cases are oj)erated upon. 
“In the first week we handle the 
wounded four or five times and finally 
leave them In the evacuation hospitals. 
From there they are carried to the 
base Jiospitals, usually on trains.” 
TJujs the lied Cross ambulance driver 
risks his life to get American soldiers 
to the surgeons. Lieutenant Deinpsey 
had his ambulance blown to pieces 
while he was a short distance away 
picking up a wounded man. 
AVlien the wounded soldier gets to 
the dressing stations or hospitals he is 
assured of the best bandages because 
loving hands In America in lied Cross 
cluipters Jiave prepared them.

Tho first three months of the year 
are the months that demand efilcient 
poultry house ventilation if the stock 
Is to bo healthy and if egg production 
is to be kept at a maximum, according 
to tho poultry authorities at the New 
York state college of agriculture. 
Proof of insufilcient ventilation usu­ 
ally is found in damp or frosted walls, 
damp litter, close or impure air, flock, 
with consequent low winter egg pro­ 
duction. 
Tiie body of the hen con­ 
stantly gives oif moisture, and this 
accumulates unless there is enough 
movement of the air to carry it aw^ay. 
Dampness fosters colds, and when a 
cold is contracted, the body is too 
\veak to resist tho attack of a con­ 
tagious. disease such as roup. 
It is stated further that the house 
should at no time be tightly closed. 
The exercise of judgment, and a.few 
trials, will show how much to leave 
the windows open at night.# Windows 
should bo removable so that they can 
be taken out during the day, if it is 
not storming, 
E::perience indicates 
that the birds will not suffer from the 
cold if they are not in a draft, if they 
are kept working, and if they are not 
overfed. 
Plenty of air, may best be had by 
tilling windows in at the top, as this 
will not let in tho rain nor put drafts 
directly on the floor. There should 
be a wide board at each edge of the 
window to keep the rain out; a strip 
of wood, sash-plug, or ntiil on this 
strip will hold the window at any 
desired angle. 
Both upper and lower 
sash, where theyi* are two, should be 
arranged in this way to get the best 
circulation.

Textile Tests to Ascertain 
!f Cloth is Adulterated or 
Misrepresented in Any Way 


The laws of this country 
offer no 
protection to the purchaser of mate­ 
rials. 
Therefore 
to 
protect 
them­ 
selves, women should know a few prac­ 
tical tests to determine the content 
and value of materials. 
The object in 
making these tests is to discover if 
cloth 
Is 
adulterated, 
artificially 
dressed or misrepresented in any\vay. 
The following tests from Extension 
Circular 41, Principles of Sewing, Uni­ 
versity'of Missouri college of agricul­ 
ture, Columbia, may be used in any 
home: 
1. If the water Is dropped on cot­ 
ton and linen goods, the moisture 
spreads, the moisture spreads rapid­ 
ly on linen but will remain unabsorb­ 
ed on the cotton for some time. 
This 
is not always a safe test as cotton 
and linen are often heavily sized with 
dressing, which prevents the water 
from being absorbed. 
2. A much safer test may be made 
by dropping glycerine on cotton and 
linen. 
Linen will become transpar­ 
ent, but cotton will not be aifected. 
3. Crushing cotton and linen ma­ 
terials in the hands will show the dif­ 
ference in the materials, as linen 
wrinkles more than cotton. 
4. Cotton and wool mixtures when 
moistened wTinkle more than pure 
wool materials. 
5. Material may be tested by pull 
ing out threads and examining the 
ends. . Cotton fibers are short with 
fuzzy ends, while linen fibers are long, 
W’ith uneven ends, usually pointed. 
Wool fibers are short, kinky and stiff; 
fibers of reeled silk are long, straight 
and lustrous, while fibers of spun silk 
are short and easily broken. 
C. Sizing may be discovered by rub­ 
bing the material between the hands 
to see If the dressing will come out. 
Washing will also remove dressing. 
7. Kaeh fiber has a characteristic 
burning test \vhlch may be easily dis­ 
tinguished, 
a. Cotton burns quickly with flame, 
b. Linen burns like cotton, but Is 
not inflammable, as it has less oil In 
the flber and less air In the Avoven 
cloth. 
c. 
Wool burns slowly, giving oiT 
an odor like burnt feathers and leaves 
a gummy residue, 
d. Silk l)urns more slowly and with 
less odor than wool.

Wisconsin annually produces about 
1,500 tone of choice honey, but the bee­ 
keeping Industry has not advanced to 
the point of recognition as a distinct 
specialized brancn of agriculture, al­ 
though much of the undeveloped land 
in Wisconsin and most of the present 
cultivated land Is not occupied as bee 
pasture, a majority of it offers oppor­ 
tunity for excellent bee “locations.”

War Biscuits. 
Take fi%"e ounces each of oatmeal 
and white cornmeal; three 
ounces 
each of butter and sugar, one teaspoon­ 
ful of baking powder, and one egg. 
Melt the butter and work in the dry 
ingredients, roll as thin as possible 
and make into biscuits. 
Bake in a 
slow oven until a light brown. 


Bread Cake. 
Take two cupfuls of flour, a half tea­ 
spoonful of salt, two and a half ta­ 
blespoonfuls of sugar, eight teaspoon­ 
fuls of baking powder, a half cupful 
of milk, a fourth of a cupful of wa­ 
ter, and two tablespoonfuls of butter. 
Spread over the top, two and a half 
tablespoonfuls of flour, five tablespoon­ 
fuls of sugar, a teaspoonful of cinna­ 
mon, and four tablespoonfuls of oleo­ 
margarine or other butter substitute. 
Mix the Ingredients and sprinkle oveir 
the top as it goes into the oven. 


Ten Rules for Householders 
To Obtain Greatest Heating 
Efficiency and to Save Coai 


The efficiency Avith which the house­ 
holder operates his heating plant de­ 
pends mainly upon tlie typo of furnace 
and the conditions under which It Is 
Installed and operated. In the Inter­ 
ests of fuel conservation during the 
present extension division, co-operat­ 
ing w'lth the state council of defense, 
puts out the following suggestion: 
. 1. The base of the heater must be 
tight and must make an air-tight con­ 
nection with the floor so that no air 
can leak Into tho ash pit. 
2. Tho chimney and all connections 
into It must be tight. A burning match 
or candle held close to all joints will 
Indicate leaks. 
3. The 
chimney 
should 
be high 
enough. The top should be at least 
2 feet above around surrounding ob­ 
jects. 
4. The smoke pipe from the furnace 
to the chimney should be straight, 
short, and should grade up to the 
chimney, 
5. The grates must not be warped, 
must move easily and should have no 
holes or broken places for unburned 
coal to drop through, 
0. All basement piping, heater sur­ 
faces and smoke pipes should be cov­ 
ered with asbestos covering. 
7. A shut-off damper should be pro­ 
vided in tiie smoke pipe to control the 
Intensity of the chimney draft and a 
check dx*aft damper is required In the 
smoke pipe beyond the shut-off damp­ 
er, 
8. There should bo a lift or slide 
damper In the Are door and a draft 
damper In the ash pit door. 
9. For lilghest efllciency, some type 
of automatic draft regulator such as a 
thermostat should be provided, 
10. All doors and windows In the 
house should be as tight as possible.

OF NAVIGATION 


Revival 
of 
Seagoing Spirit 


Arouses Widespread Inter- 


est in the Subject. 


SCHOOLS TEACH THE SCIENCE 


Classes in Navigation Being Conducted 


by Recruiting Service of United 


States Shipping Board— 12,000 


New Officers Needed. 


Washington. — One of the interesting 


features of the present greaf revival ia 
seagoing spirit throughout the coun- 
try is the widespread popularity of the 
study of navigation. 


Reports reaching the United States 


shipping board indicate lively interest 
all over the country in the study of 
this ancient science, which helped 
make the nation great in its earliest 
jears of independence. 


Classes in navigation, conducted by 


the recruiting service of the board, to 
train officers for the ships of the new 
merchant marine, are being conducted 
on both coasts and on the Great Lakes. 
Candidates for admission come from 
every section of the Union. 


The cause of tins nation-wide inter- 


est in navigation is to bo found in the 
gigantic development of the country's 
merchant marine. 
It is anticipated 


that not less than 12,000 new oihcers 
will be required to handle the Ameri- 
can cargo-carrying vessels now under 
construction, and not less than 83,000 
men will be wanted for the crews. 


A merchant ofhcpr today has many 


advantages in studying navigation tluit 
were not known to his seagoing ances- 
tors. There was never a time when 
the aids to navigation were so numer-' 
ous as now, or so well d& eloped. 


While the manner in which a navi- 


gator determines his ship's position on 
the vast face of the deep must al\va>s 
be something of a mystery to the lands- 
man, it does not long remain so to the 
earnest student of navigation. Some 
of the students at shipping board 
schools ha\e been able, after three 
w coles' study, to determine by obser- 
\ntion the position of a ship at sea 
v ithin three miles, w'lieh is considered 
a creditable performance. 
The best 


navigators, on Inrge shins, when able 
to ch"°k tip their observations by the 
work of more tlrin one observer, some- 
times do no better. 


Early r.avi 


In the early days of ocean naviga- 


tion the navigator never knew his po- 
sition lit sea within many leagues. It 
was customary for ships on the voy- 
age from Europe to America to sail 
westerly until a landfall was made, 
Ihpn coast to their declination. 


Columbus followed this method, for 


want of anything better. 


Given sextant and chronometer, the 


nfiMgfitor today reduces the job cf 
finding his position to one of careful 
figuring. Latitude is found by obser- 
vation of the height, or altitude, of the 
sun at noon. 


Longitude is quite another thing. It 


being the distance between two places 
on the earth's surface, expressed in 
decrees. It is based on the rotation 
of the earth on its a\is every 24 hours, 
musing meridians 15 degrees apart— a 
meridian being n line between the 
equator and the poles— to pass under 
a certain fixed point in the heavens at 
one-hour intervals. 


For determining longitude all chro- 


nometers used on American and Brit- 
ish ships are set on the time of the 
meridian of Greenwich observatory, 
near London. 
French ships figure 


trom the meridian of Paris. 


Knowing by his chronometer the 


time at Greenwich, and by observation 
of the sun at 8 n. m. or 4 p. m. his own 
time, the mariner, by the aid of tables, 
has only to find the difference in these 
two times, to find his distance in de- 
grees from Greenwich. 
This found, 


the distance is easily expressed in 
m -IPS, and marks his position on his 
chart. 


"Dead Reckoning." 


Prior to the perfection of the chro- 


nometer, the common method of deter- 
mining longitude was by "dead reckon- 
in?," that is, estimating a ship's run 
day by day, by means of the log, a de- 
vice for telling her speed by means of, 
the rate at which knots in a line, paid 
out astern, with a wooden "log" at the 
end, slipped over the rail in a given 
number of seconds. This was uncer- 
tain, and baffling 
winds and 
foul 


weather made it entirely unreliable. 


Many fatal shipwrecks resulted from 


mistakes in estimating a ship's position 
by dead reckoning. England lost sev- 
eral of her best ships of war in the 
eighteenth century by their losing 
their bearings and crashing upon a 
rocky shore. One of its bravest ad- 
mirals, Sir Cloudesley Shovel, lost his 
life In a wreck caused in this way. 


The world owes much in navigation 


to the Portuguese, as it was Prince 
Henry the Navigator of that nation, 
who collated all the ancient lore on 
th«* subject, In the fifteenth century, 
nnrl pointed the way to better means 
of determining latitude than by "the an- 
cient astrolabe and cross staff. 


The sextant and chronometer were 


both of English origin, however, and 
were brought out within five years of 
each other, the sextant In 1731 and the 
chronometer — an improved clock — In 
1735. Modern navigation, such as so 
many Americans are studying today, 
may be said to date from the pertec- 
t!cn of these two Instruments. 


TELLS GHASTLY TALE 


Inhuman Germans Described by 


Holy City Refugees. 


Great Suffering Among Population of 


Jerusalem After Germans 


Took Control. 


Denver, Colo.—Stories of the fright- 


ful experiences suffered by residents 
of Jerusalem previous to the capture 
of the Holy City by British forces un- 
der General Allenby were told her* 
by Miss Celia Moinestea, who, with 
her mother, fled from the torture in- 
flicted by Turkish soldiers and Ger- 
man officers there several months ago. 


Miss Moinestea and her mother 


were among 300 refugees who escaped 
from Jerusalem while thousands were 
starving \\ithin Ihe gates of the an- 
cient city. 


"There 
was 
agonizing 
suffering 


among the civil population of Jeru- 
salem after the Germans took control 
of that city," said the youthful refu- 
jree. 
"Hundreds died of starvation 


vhen food, imported for the inhabit- 
ants of the stricken city, was seized 
by military authorities and diverted 
to the soldiers. Our friends fell dead 
about us like fleas. Scores of young 
girls sold their souls to the German 
soldiers in return for food." 


It took five months for Miss Moines- 


tea and her mother to reach Denver 
after leaving Jerusalem. 


"We witnessed the most heart-rend- 


ing scenes while traveling through 
Austiia," the girl declared, "where 
roads were filled with cripples and 
lood was &o scarce that the peasants 
refused to sell c\en small portions at 
fabulous prices offered by the trav- 
elers."

Chicngo.—Pnt O'Brien of ^lomenco, 
DU, is back from the iiiilufug front. 
In the British flying corps tho young 
mnn from Momonco is known as Llcut, 
Patrick Alva O'Brien. Ho is famous 
for several reasons. His real story be­ 
gan when he made a descent of nearly 
two miles in his airplane After a Ger­ 
man, bullet in the face had rendered 
him unconscious. The fall cost him a 
bump on the head. 
lie jumped out of the window of a 
moving train on his way to a German 
prison camp, and escaped. 
Then he 
spent 72 days in getting to Holland, a 
distance of 250 miles as the airplane 
flies. And the story ends with one of 
the longest interviews with a king on 
record—52 minutes by the royal stop­ 
watch. 
Many times during those 72 nights of 
travel through Germany, Luxemburg, 
and 
occupied 
Belgium, 
American 
strategy triumphed over German efll- 
clency. 
“Usually,** said Lieutenant O’Brien, 
‘Svhen a bunch of fellows get together, 
they talk about w’omen. 
But In our 
first prison, In Flanders, we talked 
only about escape and food, and got 
very little of either. There were el?rht 
oflicers going to an interior prison 
camp, and a guard with a rifle for ev­ 
ery two prisoners. 
Leaps From Train. 
•‘We rode all day and all night. 
Twice I put up the window to jump 
and lost my nerve. It locked too much 
like sudden death. 
As I put it up 
again, about four In the morning, the 
guard gave mo an ugly look. I knew 
It was then or never and dove out. 
•‘For nearly a month afterward I 
thought my left eye was gone. 
The 
scars are there y et By the time the 
train stopped, a half-mile on, or more, 
I was up and stumbled to a hiding 
place. 
Those Germans looked every* 
where—on the side of the tracks to 
ward the border. 
I was in the oppo­ 
site direction. 
“It was a month before I got rid of 
ray English uniform. I stole a pair of 
overalls one night. 
I got a cap the 
next and a shirt later. A Belgian gave 
me a scarf. That was all the help I 
got.*' 
As an appetizer Lieutenant O’Brien 
ate turnip. The entree w^as sugar beet, 
and the meal closed with a cabbage 
stump that even the Germans scorned. 
“And I never did like vegetables,** 
he said, “I hope I never have to eat 
another.** 
One night a German soldier saw him 
swimming a river, and raised the 
alarm. 
‘T felt sure they would be on top of 
me in a few minutes,** he said, “so I 
ran upstream and sw^am back to the 
other side. 
I knew the ways of the 
Hun pretty well by then. 
They looked 
everywiiere on the other side, but not a 
German came near me. 
Sv/am the Meuse. 
“One of the hardest things I did 
was to swim the Meuse river. I had 
all my clothes on, to my boots, and 
the river was half a mile across. 
It 
nearly got me tw^enty»flve feet from 
shore. 
I was choking, and I admit 
praying. 
My boyhood on the Kanka­ 
kee saved my life. 
“When I got up the bank I fainted. 
It w^as the only time I ever fainted.** 
Lieutenant 0*Brlen could not speak 
German. As a boy, a Momence baker 
of Teuton origin taught him a phrase 
of German, but he did not know what 
It meant. It was some “ten lifetimes** 
after swimming the Meuse he found 
the nlne-foot death fence of'the Hol­ 
land frontier. 
Death all but got him 
then, as his Improvised ladder dropped 
him on the charged w^res, 
“A fev,^ minutes later,** he said, ^‘I 
could have tripped the guard with my 
laddei’. After he had gone I dug—dug 
as I never dug before in my life. My 
back was half an Inch from death when 
I craw'Ied under anrf Into Holland.** 


Chicago. — General 
Pershing 
was 
asked by Dr, W. T. Foster, who was 
sent to France to Inspect tho work of 
the American Red Cross, what this or- 
i ganl7.atIon could do during the win 
ter that would bo the greatest help in 
the prosecution of tho war, 
“Assist in sustaining tho morale of 
the French nrmy,** the commander of 
the American expeditionary forces re­ 
plied without hesitation. 
According to Doctor Foster, who re­ 
cently returned to the United States, 
the Red Cross is aceoiiiplishing this 
purpose. In addition to aiding French 
army hospitals wMth surgical dressings 
and other supplies, th? Red Cross Is 
.saving many civilians from starvation, 
caring for orphan chiKlren and rebuild­ 
ing the devastated areas. 
“The impression some have that 
more supplies ore being produced in 
! America than there is need for would 
be quickly dissipated,’* he declared, 
“if every one could see as I did. the 
record of surgical dressings supplied 
to 1,800 hospitals, 
I also saw one 
French soldier so badly wounded a 
whole cose of dressings w’as used to 
save him,** 
Americans \vho think our army ex­ 
pansion is cutting deeply 
into 
ouf 
civil life will find a comyaiison with 
the situation in France decidedly il­ 
luminating, 
A Rod Cross official just 
back from France said: 
“In a city of 15.000 people which I 
visited only one man, an old t.loc(or, 
too old even longer to pi^actlco his 
profession, was left. I passed througJi 
20 French villages In wiiich there was 
not a single able-bodied man remain­ 
ing.** 
It is stripping France In this manner 
that the nation has kept up itf; heroic 
fight against great odds. 
Today the 
French army is larger and more effec­ 
tive than ever, and hundreds of thou­ 
sands of Afi’ican and Asiatic workmen 
have been imported to carry on the 
duties abandoned by the French to 
fight for their country. 
“Can a nation be wiiipped that has 
Mich a spirit as that?** asked the Red 
Cross ofllclal.

Alone Can Save Bankruptcy 


Cattle feeding is a manufacturing 


business. The farm with its buildings 
and equipment is the pluut. The steers' 
digestive apparatus is Uie machinery. 
Corn silage, cotton seed weal, straw, 
hay and fodder, the raw material to be 
converted into beef. So many pounds 
of corn, silage, cotton seed meal aud 
forage passed through the machinery 
of a steer's digestion turns out 100 
pounds of beef, the finished product, 
writes Wymond J. Beckett, in the In- 
dianapolis Star. 


The amount of feed, when properly 


combined, required for 100 pounds of 
gain, remains practically constant. The 
cost of feed known, the cost of 100 
pounds of gain can be easily determin- 
ed. This has been worked out at agri- 
cultural experiment stations, and on 
the farms of the country by actual 
demonstrations. 
Cost of beef is not 


absolute, but relative, depending whol- 
ly on the cost of feeds. 
The cost of 


100 pounds of beef normally, bears a 
direct relations always to the cost of 
the feeds which enter into its produc- 
tion. Every business man understands 
that the cost of the raw material and 
the expense of operation determines 
the cost *>f production. 
These same 


items determine the cost of agricul- 
tural production. 
Then it should be 


comparatively easy to determine the 
cost of 100 pounds of beef and what it 
should sell for on the market to yield 
the farmer a reasonable profit for his 
labor and investment. 
Is the cattle 


feeder today getting even the cost price 
for his finished product? If not, why 
not?

The Pumps of Lassigny 


Red Cross Nobly Comes to the Assistance of Re- 


maining Residents of Wrecked French Village 


Lassigny was pounded to pieces in the two years that the I>oeho trenches 


lay just before it. It was a deserted village when the Germans retired last 
spring. 


But there were cellars among the jagged bits of wall left standing. and 


here and there a corner of roof that the big guns had missed. A few families. 
which had crowded into the towns behind the line waiting their chance, moved 
forward into what they called their "homes," sleeping anyuhcrc—often on 
damp straw. 


The government sent in a trainload of wooden barracks, and the army com- 


mander sent in a group of boehes to set them up. More refugees mo\ed in. 
The Boehes laboriously dug out the wells that other Bodies luul laboriously 
shoveled full of dirt and manure. Lassigny is a long village, struggling along 
the road from 
to 
; aud it had many wells in the day-; before 


the war. When the Germans left, they tilled the \\ells so carefully that six 
months later the grass and weeds concealed every traco of what had one been 
village-wells. Only the end of a ladder sticking out of the tall grass betrayed 
one well. 


The stone walls of the wells were solid, and far down below the water 


was good—French chemists analyzed it after the Boche prisoner* hud. shovel- 
full by shovel-full, cleaned out the well-holes. But the wells are deep, r.nd to 
haul up buckets of water by hand is a long hard tusk. There r.re no strong 
men in Lassigny these days; only the little children, and the old men and 
women—and the two brave nurses of the Union des 1-Ymmes de France. 


So the word went back along the line. "Pumps for LasMgriy :" There 


are no pumps to be had in the ruined region about L:I-MI;IO, fertile airi busy 
as it once was; so the Hod Cross delegate sent to Paris; and the Ked Cross 
purchasing department there sent out a buyer to find pumps for Lassiirnv. 


The town has its pumps now; and even the tiny bare-Kneed tots ran start 


the water flowing. And when the Red Cross man comes to town, the town- 
folk greet him with a smile. When he was last there, there was a knock at 
the door of the barracks where he was chatting with a Trench nurse ami in 
came an old peasant woman, bearing her token of gratitude and friendship—a 
plateful of steaming hot baked apples, and a brown jugful of fresh water 
pumped from one of Lassigny's wells. 


Save Natural Ice For Use 


in Summer—Saves Ammonia 


as Well as Conserving Coal 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


All who can possibly do so are urged 


by the United States department of ag- 
riculture to harvest a supply of natural 
ice this winter and store it for sum- 
mer use. This is of vital importance 
at this time, for every ton gathered 
will help in the war-time conservation 
of ammonia which is necessary in the 
manufacture of ice. 


Ammonia salts are regarded as an 


essential in the manufacture of certain 
fertilizers and the cost of fertilizers is 
dependent to some extent on the mar- 
ket value of ammonia. Of extreme sig- 
nificance at this time, however, is the 
fact that the most important chemicals 
used in making ammonium nitrate and 
other explosives are readily made from 
ammonia and every quart of America's 
already small supply of this substance 
that can be saved means more power 
to America's armies. 


Thus the farmer is interested in the 


conservation of ammonia not only from 
a national standpoint, but because of 
his personal interests. Ammonia saved 
through harvesting of natural ice 
means more ammonia for fertilizers 
and more ammonia for ammunition. 
The man who harvests ice now ami 
stores it in pits or ice houses, next 
summer may have the satisfaction of 
helping out his neighbor who depend- 
ed on an ice plant. 


In addition to tho saving of am- 


monia, conservation of coal is to be 
effected through the harvesting of nat- 
ural ice. American ice fnotories and 
refrigerating plants, according to fig- 
ures of the United States fuel admin- 
istration, use annually 15,000,000 tons 
of coal.

Denver, Colo.—Stories of the fright* 
ful experiences suffered by residents 
of Jerusalem previous to the capture 
of the Holy City by British forces un­ 
der General Allenby were told here 
by Miss Celia Molnestea, who, with 
her mother, fled from the torture in­ 
flicted by Turkish soldiers and Ger­ 
man oiHcers there several months ago* 
Miss Molnestea 
and her mother 
were among SOO refugees who escaped 
from Jerusalem wiille thousands were 
starving within Ihe gates of the an­ 
cient city. 
“There 
\vas 
agonizing 
BUfTering 
among the civil population of Jeru­ 
salem after the Germans took control 
of that city,” said the youthful refu­ 
gee. 
“Hundreds died of starvation 
when food. Imported for the inhabit­ 
ants of the stricken city, was seized 
by military authorities and diverted 
to the soldiers. Our friends fell dead 
about us like fleas. 
Scores of young 
girls sold their souls to the German 
soldiers in return for food,” 
It took flve months for Miss Moines- 
tea and her mother to reach Denver 
after leaving Jerusalem. 
‘*We witnessed the most heart-rend- 
Ing scenes while traveling through 
Austria,” the girl 
declared, '‘where 
1‘oads were filled with cripples and 
food was so scarce that the peasants 
refused to sell even small portions at 
fabulous prices offered by the trav­ 
elers.”

weeks’ study, to determine by obser­ 
vation the position of a ship at sea 
v.ithln three miles, which is considered 
a creditable performance. 
The bokt 
navli^ators, on lar^e ships, when able 
to check up their observations by the 
work of more than one observer, some­ 
times do no better. 
Early riuvloailon. 
In the early days of ocean naviga­ 
tion the navigator never knew his po­ 
sition xit sea within many leagues. It 
was customary for ships on the voy­ 
age from Europe to America to sail 
westerly until a landfall was made, 
then coast to their destination. 
Columbus followed this method, for 
want of anything better. 
Given sextant and chronometer, the 
navigator today reduces the Job of 
finding his position to one of careful 
figuring. 
Latitude is found by obser­ 
vation of the height, or altitude, of the 
sun at noon. 
Longitude is quite another thing, it 
being the distance between two places 
on the earth’s surface, expressed in 
degrees. 
It Is based on the rotation 
of the earth on its axis every 24 hours, 
causing meridians 15 degrees apart—a 
meridian being a line between the 
equator and the poles—to pass under 
a certain fixed point in the heavens at 
one-hour Intervals. 
For determining lon?:Itude all chro­ 
nometers used on American and Brit- 
ish ships are sot on the time of the 
meridian of Greenwich observatory, 
near London. 
French ships figure 
from the meridian of Paris. 
Knowing by his chronometer the 
time at Greenwich, and by observation 
of the sun at 8 a. ni. or 4 p. m. his own 
time, the mariner, by the aid of tables, 
has only to find the difference in these 
two times, to find his distance in de­ 
grees from Greenwich. 
This found, 
the distance is easily expressed 
in 
miles, and marks his position on his 
chart. 
''Dead Reckoning.'' 
Prior to the perfection of the chro­ 
nometer, the common method of deter­ 
mining longitude was by “dead reckon­ 
ing,” that is, estimating a ship’s run 
day by day, by means of the log, a de­ 
vice for telling her speed by means of^ 
the rate at which knots in a line, paid 
out astern, with a wooden “log” at the 
end, slipped over the rail in a given 
number of seconds. 
This M’as uncer­ 
tain, and baming 
winds 
and 
foul 
weather made it entirely unreliable. 
Many fatal shipwrecks resulted from 
mistakes in estimating a ship’s position 
by dead reckoning. England lost sev­ 
eral of her best ships of war In the 
eighteenth century by their losing 
their bearings and crashing upon a 
rocky shore. 
One of Its brav^ist ad­ 
mirals, Sir Cloudesley Shovel, lost his 
life in a wreck caused in this way. 
The world owes niuch in navigation 
to the Portuguese, as it was Prince 
Henry the Navigator of that nation, 
who collated all the ancient lore on 
the subject, in the fifteenth century, 
and pointed the way to better means 
of determining Intitude than by the an- 
ciont astrolabe and cross stalT. 
The sextant and chronometer w^ere 
both of English origin, however, and 
wt*re brought out within five years of 
each other, the sextant in 1731 and the 
chronometer—an improved clock—In 
1735. Modern navigation, such as so 
many Americans are. studying today, 
may be said to date from the perfec- 
ticn of these two Instruments.

Declares Cattlemen Facing 
Large Deficits— Government 
Alone Can Save Bankruptcy 


Cattle feeding is a manufacturing 
business. The farm with its buildlng.s 
and equipment is the plant. The steers’ 
digestive apparatus is the machinery. 
C’orn silage, cotton seed meal, straw% 
hay and fodder, the raw material to be 
converted into beef. So many pounds 
of corn, silage, cotton seed meal and 
forage passed through the machinery 
of a steer's digestion turns out 100 
pounds of beef, the finished product, 
writes Wymond J. Beckett, iu the In­ 
dianapolis Star.^ 
The amount of feed, when properly 
combined, required for 100 pounds of 
gain, remains practically constant. The 
cost of feed known, the cost of 100 
pounds of gain can be easily determin­ 
ed. This has been worked out at agri­ 
cultural experiment stations, and on 
the farms of the country by actual 
demonstrations. 
Cost of beef is not 
absolute, but relative, depending whol­ 
ly on the cost of feeds. The cost of 
1(K) pounds of beef normally, bears a 
direct relations always to the cost of 
the feeds which enter into its produc­ 
tion. Every business man understands 
that the cost of the raw material and 
the expense of operation determines 
the cost ^ f production. 
These same 
items determine the cost of agricul­ 
tural production. 
Then it should be 
comparatively easy to determine the 
cost of 100 pounds of beef and wlnxt it 
should sell for on the market to yield 
the farmer a reasonable profit for his 
labor and investment. 
Is the cattle 
feeder today getting even the cost price 
for his finished product? If not, why 
not? 


The Pumps of l^ssigny 


Red Cross Nobly Comes to the Assistance of R 
maining Residents of Wreclied Frencli Village 


L u n g s Are 
Weakened By 


Lassigny was pounded to pieces in the two years that the Boche tronchas 
lay just before it. It was a deserted village when the Germans retired last 
spring. 
But there w’ore cellars among the jagged bits of wall left standing, and 
here and there a corner of roof that the big guns had missed, A few families, 
which had crowded Into the towns behind the line waiting their chance, moved 
forward into what they called their “homes,” sleeping anywhere—often on 
damp straw. 
The government sent hi a trainload of wooden barracks, anti the army com­ 
mander sent in a group of boches to sot them up. 
More refugoes moved in. 
The Boches laboriously dug out the wells that other Boches had laboriously 
shoveled full of dirt and manure. Lassigny is a long village, struggling along 
the road from------------t o ------------- ; and it had many wells in the days before 
the war. When the Germans loft, they filled the wells so carefully that six 
montlis later the grass and weeds concealed every trace of what had one been 
village.wells. Only the end of a ladder sticking out of the tall grass betrayed 
one well. 
The stone walls of the wells were solid, and far down below the water 
was good—French chemists analyzed It after the Boche prisoners had. shovel- 
full by shovel-full, cleaned out the well-holes. But the wells are deep, and to 
haul up buckets of water by hand is a long hard task. There r.ro no strong 
men in Lassigny these days; only the little children, and the old men and 
women—and the two brave nur«?es of the Union des Femmes do France. 
So ttie word went back along the line, “rumps for Lassigny!” 
Th^re 
are no pumps to be had in the ruined region about Lassigny, fertile and busy 
as It once was; so the Red Cross delegate sent to Paris; and tlie Red Cross 
purchasing department there sent out a buyer to find pumps for La^isignv. 
The town has its pumps now; and even the tiny bare-knoed tots I'an start 
the water fiowlng. And when the Red Cross man comos to town, the town- 
folk greet him with a smile. 
When he was last there, there was a knock at 
the door of the barracks whore he was chatting with a French nurse and In 
came an old peasant wonian, bearing her token of gratltudo and friendship—a 
plateful of steaming hot baked apples, and a brown jugful of fresh water 
pumped from one of Lassigny’s wells.

Save Natural Ice For Use 
in Summer— Saves Ammonia 
as Well as Conserving Coal 


(Prepared by the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture.) 
All who can possibly do so are urged 
by the United States department of ag­ 
riculture to harvest a supply of natural 
ice this winter and store it for sum­ 
mer use. This Is of vital importance 
at this time, for every ton gathered 
will help in the war-time conservation 
of ammonia which Is necessary in the 
manufacture of Ice. 
Ammonia salts are regarded as an 
essential in the manufacture of certain 
fertilizers and the cost of fertilizers is 
dependent to some extent on the mar­ 
ket value of ammonia. Of extreme sig­ 
nificance at this time, however, is the 
fact that the most important chemicals 
used In making ammonium nitrate and 
other exiilosives are readily made from 
ammonia and every quart of America’s 
already small supply of this substance 
that can be saved means more power 
to America’s armies. 
Thus the farmer is interested in the 
conservation of ammonia not only from 
a national standpoint, but because of 
his personal Interests. Ammonia saved 
through harvesting of natural 
Ice 
means more ammonia for fertilizers 
and more ammonia for ammunition. 
The man who harvests Ice now and 
stores it in pits or ice houses, next 
summer may have the satisfaction of 
helping out his neighbor who depend­ 
ed on an ice plant. 
In addition to the saving of am­ 
monia, conservation of coal is to be 
effected through the harvesting of nat­ 
ural ice. 
American ice factories and 
refrigerating plants, according to fig­ 
ures of the United States fuel admin­ 
istration, use annually 15,000,000 tons 
of coal.

No War Tax on Land— Embargo 
on Shipment of Live StocK 
Removed. 


During the prevalence of the foot' 
and-mouth disease in some portions of 
tho United States, an embargo was 
placed 
upon 
inter-state 
shipments. 
This also had an effect upon ship­ 
ments to Canada, and necessarily ap 
embargo was placcd upon them, mak­ 
ing it almost impossiblo for upwards 
of a year to ship cattle into Canada, 
from the United States. 
This was es­ 
pecially hard on tho settler. 
As a re­ 
sult, Western Canada lost a number of 
settlers, they being unable to take 
their live stock with them. 
Canada is 
practically free from horse and cattlo 
diseases, and the wish of tho authori­ 
ties is to keep it so. 
Ltecently, though, an order has been 
issued by the Department of Agricul­ 
ture, removing the embargo, and set­ 
tlers are now free to take in the num­ 
ber of head of horses or cattle that aro 
permitted by the Customs authorities 
and tho freight regulations. This will 
be welcome news to those whose in­ 
tention it is to move to Canada, taking 
with them stock that they have had in 
their possession for six months, and, 
which it is the intention to use on land 
that they will farm in the Provinces 
of Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alberta. 
There are thousands of splendid 
homesteads of 1G0 acres each in any 
of these provinces, that may be had 
upon tho payment of a ten-dollar en­ 
try fee and fulfilling the requisite liv­ 
ing and cultivation duties. 
These

ficient shelter, they are well adapted 
to the raising of stock. 
If one prepares to purchase land, 
there could be no better time than the 
present.

This statement should set at rest 
the conscription talk that has 4jeen so 
freely used to influence those who may 
be considering settling in Canada dur­ 
ing the war. 
it has also been said that there was 
a war tax on land. 
Hon. Dr. Roche. 
Minister of the Interior, over his own 
signaturo has denied this, and the pre­ 
miers of the different provinces join 
in saying "such a report is absolutely 
untrue, and lias no foundation what­ 
ever in fact, nor is there likely ever 
to be any such 
tax 
upon 
land in 
Canada/' 
The general prosperity of Western 
Canada farmers and business institu­ 
tions is such that Canada is well able 
to take care of the extra war expenses 
without any direct war taxation. 
This 
has been well illustrated by the mag- 
nilicent responso to the Dominion Gov­ 
ernment’s recent bond issue, which 
was more than doubly subscribed lor 
within tho lirst oight hours of its be­ 
ing offered to Vhe public;
